B. P. Wallace, chairman of the com- 


mittee, stated teat tie hi'dring -was 
held for the purpose^of investigating 
charges of graft in addition to those 
of conduct unbecoming an oOlcer, but 
the graft charges were not substan- 
tially sustained. Mitchell proved that 
he took the $25 in addition to the 525 
forfeit for expenses that might be in- 
curred, and presented a. bill of $3.00 
from Dr. JlcCune, for medical services 
which ha had paid out of the money.

The other 
woman reprimanded Mitchell, stating 
that she had traveled all over the 
world and never heard anyth'uj: like 
the procecdure. She said there was no 
noise. She swore that the lady's name 
was Mrs. Marshall and she was abus- 
ed "something awful."

He heard 
the conversation over the phone and 
heard Mitchell say that the 
forfeit 


would ha $25, and told them he would 
have a warrant for all three. The men 
came down from Dniontown and left 
a forfeii. He heard ilitcnell state that 
he was going to make, a county 
charge. 


Chief of Police Roltler testified that 


he had investigated the case and found 
that thj Uniontown men had left a 
forfeit of $50. $25 for the fcorongh of- 
lense and ?25 for any costs <md the 
balance ot the money -would bo re- 
turned.

Gould for the formation of a trans- 
continental system, one of the most 
important links 1-elng that between 
Pittsburg and Cumberland, was smash- 
ed when E. H. Hurriman, Gould and 
Jacob H. Schiff h-_-ld a confei enco in 
New York yesterday in an endeavor to 
figure out the future of the Gould 
properties. 


At the close of ihe conference It be- 


came known that ;i tentative plan had 
been arranged with a syndicate to pro- 
vide the Wabash railroad with funds 
to meet the $8,000,000 Wheeling & 
Lake Brie bonds, which fall due next. 
Saturday and are guaranteed by the 
.Wabash. 


But the ..deal is interpreted accord- 


ing to railroad m-;n to be that Gould 
•will be able to maintain the independ- 
ence of all his .system west of St. 
Louis, even if he is unable to carry 
out his plans, wh.ch have not so ma- 
terially affected ibis territory.
